Washington.—-A hill to revise and 
equalize rates of pensions paid to sol­ 
dier«, sailors and murines of the Civil 
war and to widows, former widows, 
dependent 
parents and 
children 
*>l 
those ■«»Idler*, s*ll«»rs and murine- 
and to women who served as nurses 
in that war, lias heen favorably re 
ported l»y the committee on invalh 
pensions of the house of representn 
tlve*. 
This couiiulttee hill is n suh 
atltute for a large numher of genera 
pension hills introdueed since tliis con 
grass met last May and wldeh wer« 
referre«! t<> this committee. 
The ne" 
9« hedul* of pensions proposed hy th* 
hill Is as follows: 
1. Any liounrubly dlsehurged soldier 
who Is now In receipt of, or entitled 
t«» receive under existing law, a pen 
»ion of less than 
a nmtith, a pen­ 
sion at the rale of $50 a month.
